The Emperor’s New Plan—A Francos
Mexican Republic,
From the Herald,

The United States Government has been 1n-
formed upon apparently good suthority, that
the Emperor Napoleon intends to abandon his
attempt at & Mexican empire, and to re-cstablish
the republie, putting Marshal Baza‘ne at ls
head provisionnlly, and until the people cun
make another eloiec. Buch a solution wonld
be satisfactory to the American people. It
would scknowledge in the broadest way the
great error committed by Napoleon in the initig-
tion of the lmperial scheme—the error of ignor-
ing the existence and defying the power of this
nation; for this change would be no more nor
less than an sct of obelsance to the American
people, It would be made, purely and simply,
under the pressure of Americsn public oplnlon,
and in deferenee to the popular sentiment on
the subject in the United States,

This change ol policy would declare with the
eniphasie of a frem fact the supremacy and
reality of the Monroe doctrine, gince it would
be the acknowlodement of the ablest sovereign
of Furope that, even with the greatest military
people of that coutinent belind him, he could
not, in deflanoe o1 the United Stoates, dorermine
acoording to hils will the destiny of the weakest
ol American Btates, but must, afler four vears
of trial and au expenditure of one hundred aud
nipety millions of dolars, cndenvor a4 the last
to secure the success of his plans by giving
them o charncter lkely o commend them to
our favor.

The Emperor Napoleon has hitherto shown o
disposition to sccommodate his plans to this
pressure of American sentiment. “His announce-
ment in sho speech from the throne of the in-
tention to withdraw the French troops con-
veyed this. He suid on that occaslon, “The
emotion produced in the United Slaies by
Lthe presence of our troops on the Mexican
goil will be pucified by the frankness of our
declarations." Jle bowed bis purpose to the
will of an excited people, and now & wise defer-
ence to that wiil becomes his guiding star,
That he should act m this epirit is all the
tountry requires.  The empire s & fallure and
& disaster, aud this sohems, for the esta%lish-
ment of a republic affords 1ts author his only
opportunity to escape without humiligtion from

¢ copsequences o! bl error. We ean give
up some small points for the triumph of our
nstional ldea thus nvolved in the Bwperor's
course, and to secure the freedom of the peonle
in whose behall' we have protosted agwinst tha
emplre. If we insisted upon the very letter
of the Monroe doctrine, 1t would protest against
European ocoupation ol this, continent for any
purpose; but, since the Emperor by this schema
80 broadly concedes the spirit of that gelebrated
deotrine, we are not so pressed for a cuuse, nor
is our dlrmity $0'Iln danger, that we need make
trivial differences. We may sccopt the Franco-
Mexicen republic that the Emperor thus boldly
proposes, and even Marshal Bazame as i pro-
visional ruler--especially if it shall be shown
that the electlon by which the people may
choose 8 coustitotional President will not be
100 positively affected by the presence in the
oountry of se many French bayonets,

Perhaps the most remdrkandle conséquences of
of this change in the Emperor's polioy will be
seen in ! ¢ acknowledees that, with
all the wealth and military power of France at
hia disposal, ho eannot bulld up an empire in
defiance of the will of u people,  From this the
French will gather she usetul that, as
empires cannot stand In deflmce of populdr
will, the empire in Franee also must become a
republic whenever it sults the will of the %ﬂple
to require the change.
